Headquarters of Police Established 
In Regina in the Year 1882 


SAM STEELE AT FORT QU’- 
APPELLE — THE NAMING 
OF THE NORTH WEST CAP- 
ITAL—THE COMING OF 
THE RAILWAY — MORI: 
WORK FOR THE POLICE. 


(Continued from last. week) 


By the year 1882 the North 
West Mounted Police had become 
thoroughly established through- 
out the Great Lone Land. The 
Indians were peaceable and had 
come to learn the paramount 
authority, the visible expression 
of which, was the red-coated 
troopers who rode on their wide 
patrol, and the Queen's write ran 
to the remotest places. 


Colonel McLeod, who had 
brought the famous body of con- 
stabulary to a wonderful .degree 
of efficiency, was no longer the 
Commissioner. He had resigned 
to assume the position of stipen- 
diary magistrate for the North 
West and was occupied in dis- 
pensing justice from the bench. 
His place in Regina had been tak- 
en by Colonel Irvine, who had 
occupied the position of assistant 
Commissioner; and the work of 
the force went on under his di- 
The C.P.R., which had 

long been looked upon as a sort 
“ of a myth, was rapidly becoming 
a fact. / The steel had crossed 
the Red River, and the sound of 
the locomotives was disturbing | 
the solitude.

The Coming of the Railway 


Pioneers of adventurous _ in- 
stinct were pushing ahead of the 
railway construction, and the 


duties of the Mounted Police were | 
becoming more onerous. 


During the construction of the 
railway west of Brandon an im- 
portant police force had been es- 
tablished at Fort Qu’ Appelle und- 
er the command of “Sam” Steele, 
who in later years was to become 
one of Canada's most famous sol- 


diers. 


Fort Qu’Appelle in those days 
was the most considerable out- 
post of civilization on the plains 
of the Saskatchewan country. It 
was beautifully situated in the 
Qu'Appelle valley, was the chief 
post of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany in the prairie region, and a 
considerable establishment was 
maintained at that point. The 
officer in charge was W. J. Mac- 
Lean, who still survives and is an 
official of the Indian Department 
at Winnipeg, and who was after- 
wards a prisoner of Big Bear, at 
Fort Pitt during the rebellion of 
1885. The Indian office for the 
prairie country was also located 
there under the charge of Colonel 
Alan McDonald, a native son of 
Western Canada, who had been 
one of the officers of the Wolse- 


}terpreted in the Cree, not 


ley expedition; and Sam Steele 
and his red-coated troopers added 
considerably to the importance of 
the place. 


The New Capital 


At that time there was a good 
deal of speculation as to where 
the capital of the North West Ter- 
ritories would be located. It was 
a foregone conclusion that it 
would not be at Battleford, as 
Battleford was not on the main 
line of the trans-continental rail- 
way, but it was understood that 
it would be somewhere in the re- 
gion of the Regina Plains. There 
was, however, no definite infor- 


mation available. A party of set- 


tlers took up land in the vicinity] 


of what we now know as Qu’-{ 
Appelle station; they thought 
they had inside information and 
they named the place Troy Town 
and started a townsite. Another 


party took up a situation at the} 
head of the Qu’Appelle near the 
Elbow, Saskatchewan. It was a 
beautiful townsite, but turned out 
to be a long way from the rail- 
way. _ , 


Pile of Bones 


In 1882, however, Governor 
Dewdney located the capital on 
the present site of Regina, by the 
banks of the Pile o’ Bones Creek. | 
When the first hunters traversed 
that section of the Saskatchewan 
plains, there was a great pile of 
buffalo bones on a_ hill some 
miles west of the town, and the 
place was so known by that name 
to the wanderers of the prairie in 
the very early days. 


General Sir Sam Steele in his 
‘Reminiscences’ gives an explan- 
ation of the adoption of the name 
Wascana, which I am afraid is not 
altogether accurate. He says that 
Major Walsh of the North West 
Mounted Police bestowed the 
Sioux names of Sintaluta and Wa- 
pella on stations on the main line 
and he thought he was well with- 
in his province in bestowing the 
name Wascana upon the future 
western capital. He states that 
Wascana is the Sioux name for 
Pile o' Bones. 


Sir Sam Steele was a splendid 
soldier, but he apparently was 
not much of an Indian linguist. 
The fact is that for many years 
the Regina district and the creek 
which flows through it was known 
to the plains Indians as ‘‘Ooskun- 
na Kahstahkee,"’ which being in- |

point from_the late Father Hugo- 
nard, who was one of the best | 
Gree scholars in the west, and} 
further had it confirmed a few) 
days ago, by E, C. Stewart, of | 
Regina, who is thoroughly fami- 
liar with the Cree language. 


For the first year of its exist- 
ence the western capital was cal- 
led indiscriminately ‘‘Wascana"’ 
or ‘Pile 0’ Bones’’ and then the 
name of Regina was given to it 
by the Princess Louise, the wife 
of the Governor General. It was 
desired to honor Queen Victoria, 
but the name Victoria had already 
been given to the beautiful little 
city in British Columbia on the 
waters of the Straits of Fucca, 
and Regina was chosen as an al- 
ternative, 


In 1882 a start was made on 
the police barracks at Regina and 
it subsequently became the head- 
quarters of the force, 


The Work of the Force 


The duty of maintaining order 
amongst the large railway camps 
engaged in constructive work in 
the country naturally devolved 
upon the members of the North 
West Mounted Police. It was 
necessary to keep the construc- 
tion gangs away from the In- 
dians ‘and algo to keep liquor out 
of the country. That year Sam 
Steele and several of the other 
officers did a gapd deal of re- 
cruiting for the force and many 
men of splendid calibre were 
added to its ranks, There was 
not much trouble in the prairie 
section, but during the following 
years when the railway neared 
completion in the mountains there 
was a g@od deal of difficulty with 
the rowdy element.

First Legislative Session 


GLEICHEN, 


Of The Council Of The 
: North \ West Territories 


The “Speech from the Throne” | 


As described in 


“The first legislative session of the 
Council of the North West Terri- 
tories was begun and holden at 
Livingstone, Swan River, on the 
eighth day of March, in the year 
of our Lord, one thousand eight 
hundred. and seventy-seven, in 
pursuance of an Act of Parlia- 
ment of Canada, passed at the ses- 
sion of 1875 intitled ‘‘An Act to 
amend and consolidate the laws 
respecting the North West Terri- 
tories,"

The Council accordingly re- 
solved itself into the aforesaid 
committee. After some time spent 
thereon the chafrman_ reported 
that the committee had framed 
certain rules and forms of pro- 
ceeding in legislative sessions of 
the Council. Resolved that the 
report be received tomorrow. 

On motion of Mr. Richardson, 
seconded by Mr. MacLeod: 


“Resolved that Mr. Ryan be 
charged to prepare a draft of an 
address, in answer to the speech 
of fthe Lieutenant Governor.” 


The Council then adjourned 
until tomorrow afternoon at two 
o'clock, 


Such are the minutes of the 
first legislative session ever held 
in the North West Territories. 


The Reply to the Speech 


At the meeting next day the

The price of coal has been raised in 
Alberta from $9.75 a ton to $10.50 
for lump and $8.75 for steam. This 
is to meet the increase in wages, grant- 
ed to miners last week. 


Child Killed in Saskatoon 

Irene Merrifield, who was visiting in 
the above city with her parents, was 
killed late last Saturday afternoon by 
an automobile. Both parents were 
witnesses of the accident. The driver 
stated to the police that the child 
rushed at the car and he had no chance 
to avoid the accident. 


Irish Police Boycotted 


The headquarters of the Irish Re- 
publican army, situated in North Ros- 
common, has proclaimed a_ general 
boycott against the Irish constabulary, 
Enforcement of this order will stop 
supplies of food, milk and other neces- 


saries to the police and their wives 
and children. 


Not in Favor of Soviet Government 
The American Federation of Labor 
went on record recently as “not justi- 
fied in taking any action which might 
be construed as an assistance to or 
approval of the Soviet government, so 
long as it is based on authority which 
has not been ‘vested in it by proper 
representative national assemblies of 
the Russian people, or so long as it

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The PERSONAL SIDE 


PROMINENT WESTERN CHARACTERS—SOME INTER: 
ESTING ANECDOTES OF PEOPLE 
WE ALL KNOW 
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THE KILLING OF GEORGE BROWN OF THE “GLOBE” 


Quite recently Sir James Lochheid was in reminiscent mood, 
whilst smoking an after dinner cigar, on the trans-continental 
train on the way to Ottawa. The name of the late Nicholas 
Flood Davin came up for discussion and Sir James related the 
following incident connected with him. Mr, Davin came to 
Canada in the seventies on a commission from an English journal 
to write a series of articles on Canadian subjects. He became 
so much interested in matters of the Dominion that he made up 
his mind to remain on this side of the water. He had been 
admitted to the English bar but had to spend some time in a 
Canadian legal office before he could obtain his status in Canada. 
He accordingly allied himself in Toronto with the firm of which 
Mr. Beatty was the head and in which Sir James Lochheid was 
then a law student. Mr. Beatty was at one time Mayor of To- 
ronto and engaged in a number of other public activities and he 
did not devote a great deal of time to his law practice. When 
motions were to be made in court Mr. Davin almost always offi- 
ciated for the firm and the wonderful addresses which he made 
on even the most trivial subjects created a great deal of interest. 
Whenever it was known that Mr. Davin was to appear the law 
students flocked to the courts to listen to his rounded periods 
and remarkable declamation. Amongst those who admired Mr. 
who was,a printer in the Globe office. Matthews himself, was 
Davin’s rather florid style of oratory, was a man named Mathews 
a bit of an agitator, and when occasion arose could make per- 
fervid addresses at printers’ meetings and other gatherings. One 
day Toronto was startled by the news that George Brown, the 
well known publicist and proprietor of the Globe, had been 
killed in his own office and Matthews was accused of the crime. 
Matthews selected Mr. Davin to defend him. The trial is a 
matter of Canadian history. Mr. Davin made a most eloquent 
appeal for the quality of mercy, without avail, and Matthews 
was sentenced to death. Poor Mr. Davin was very much upset; 
there was no hope of executive clemency. George Brown had 
been a well known public character and there was great indigna- 
tion at the manner in which he had met his death. When the 
time for the execution arrived, Mr. Lochheid went to witness it, 
as representative of the legal firm which had defended the con- 
demned man. His description of the scene, after the lapse « 
so many years was vivid and interesting. He said that it was 
a leaden, overcast morning; that a pressure seemed to rest over 
everythnig. The witnesses of the execution were placed in a 
little enclosure in the jail yard. The scaffold, with all its sinister 
paraphanalia, had been erected along one side of the jail wall, 
and had been surrounded by a low railing. A few minutes be- 
fore the hour set for the execution the sheriff and the officials 
marched onto the scaffold with Matthews in their midst. The 
condemned man was the least affected of those present. As he 
stood on the scaffold; the sheriff asked him if he had anything 
to say. He said ‘‘Yes,"’ and received the sheriff's permission to 
address those present. He walked to the railing surrounding 
the scaffold and leaning against it, like a practised public speaker, 
gave his version of the death of George Brown. 


During his own employment in the Globe office, he had to 
work very late hours which forced him to walk home during the 
dark hours of the night. His way lay through a portion of 
Toronto which at that time had a very evil reputation, and in 
case of eventualities he had provided himself with a revolver, 
which he always carried in his hip pocket. A strike had occurred 
in the Globe office. Mr. Brown, who was a very forceful ‘and 
dominant character, had refused to temporise with the men. 
Matthews went to interview him in the editorial sanctum. George 
Brown was very hostile and high words ensued. He eventually 
ordered Matthews out of his presence and on the latter not 
obeying as readily, perhaps, as he might, the editor rushed at 
him and attempted to eject him forcibly. In the fracas that 
ensued, Matthews produced his revolver and Mr. Brown attemp- 
ted to disarm him. It went off in the struggle and the great 
editor was mortally wounded. Matthews declared that he had 
had not the slightest intention fo doing any bodily harm to 
George Brown and deeply deplored the unfortunate occurrence. 
After he had finished this explanation he turned to the sheriff 
and said: “Now do your business," He was accordingly hanged 
most expeditiously. 


HON. WILLIAM ELLIOTT, M.D. 


Twenty-two years ago, in the old Territorial days, the dis- 
trict of Wolseley sent to the Legislative Assembly its local medi- 
cal man, in the person of Dr. William Elliott, a man destined to 
make an important mark, not only in the politics, but in the 
administration of the North West Territories, for at a later period 
the fostering of the most important industry in the west—that of 
agriculture—fell into his very capable hands, A native of On- 
tario, his career, till he came to Wolseley, had presented no out- 
standing features to distinguish him from any other reasonably 
ambitious young doctor. His parents were Protestant-Irish, who 
came from near Enniskillen. In 1863—August 29th, to be exact 
—there was born to James and Eleanor Elliott, at their residence, 
near Mitchell, Ontario, the subject of this notice. The lad was 
educated at Mitchell High School, Stratford Model School, and 
Toronto Normal School, from which he obtained a ‘first-class 
certificate. He studied medicine, and in 1893 he graduated M.B. 
with silver medal for general proficiency. He practised at Mitchell 
and in 1896 married Miss M. J. ‘Carter, daughter of Mr. Wm. 
Carter, a well-known citizen of Mitchell. 

He qualified as a member of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons for the province of Manitoba, and the North West Ter- 
ritories, as well as for Ontario, and took up his residence at Wol- 
seley in the North West Territories, where his skill, careful atten- 
tion and the reliability of his dignoses soon gained him the confi- 
dence both of town and*country.

The Hon. C. C. Ballantyne, 
minister of naval service, in his 
statement on Canadian naval 
policy, to the house, a few days 
ago, intimated that no permanent 
policy would be reported until 
after the next Imperial conference 
in 1921.

The Effect Of 
The Decision 
Of Assembly 


Union Churches Expect- 
ed to Increase in 
the West 


As a result of the decision of 
the general assembly, which vir- 
tually postpones even a discussion 
of church union in the Presbyter- 
ian church until 1922, the opin- 
ion prevails among local denom- 
inational leaders that the union 
church movement will be given 
a big impetus all over the west. 

In scores of towns and villages 
in the prairie provinces at the 
present time, union on a_ local 
scale is known to be under con- 
sideration. The belief that some 
finality would be given the move- 
ment at the gneral assembly now 
in session has deterred congrega- 
tions at many points from taking 
the step. The decision given at 
the Ottawa gathering will, in a 
large mesaure remove the re- 
straint, it is pointed out. 

At the present time there are 
over 30 union fields in the west. 
The amalgamation schemes ap- 
pear to have solved financial diffi- 
culties to a considerable xtent, so 
far as they affect the local congre- 
gations, but the usual experience 
is that giving for missions and

History of Movement 

Eighteen years ago, 1902, the 
Methodists proposed organic un- 
ion. The Congregationalists at 
once gave promise of acceptance, 
which later they validated. 

In June, 1907, the assembly 
voted in its favor 137 to I1, 92 
per cent. 

In June, 1908, the assembly 
took a second vote. This time it 
stood only 156 to 32, hardly 83 
per cent; but negotiations con- 
tinuer, and in June, 1913, an- 
other vote of-assembly was taken, 
and it dropped to 178 to 54, 
equalling 76 per cent. This de- 
cline was due to the fact that in 
the meantime they had taken a 
vote of the church in which so 
many of their people refused or 


neglected to vote that out of 
325,811 communicants only 
103,534 voted for union and 
against that number there was 
over 50,000 voting anti. An 


analysis in the blue book shows 
that the opposition had its larg- 
est proportion among the elder- 
ship and other leaders. 

The Progress in 1916 

It was concéded that 50,000 
was too large a number to leave 
outside; and it was decided to 
canvass the project pro and con 
and take another vote. This was 
done in the winter of 1915-16. 
The number of ballots was larger, 
but the opposition increased 73,- 
000. This with the votes of as- 
sembly shows that union is only 
coming in the way Blind Jim got 
upstairs; ‘He went up one step, 
and fell down two.’ 

Assembly of 1915 agreed that 
they could not have war in the 
church arfd war with the Kaiser 
too, and the project was silenced 
until second assembly after pecae. 
But the antis stated that their at- 
titude was based on principle, and 
therefore unalterable. 

Assembly, June, 1916, sug- 
gested that the Methodists and 
the Congregationalists proceed to 
union should they be so disposed.

report is said to be unanimous, 
The report describes the block- 


ade as injurious to the world and 
disastrous to Russia, and makes 


reference to the epidemic of die- ~ 


eases to which the absence of soap 
and medical supplies has given 
full sway, although great efforts 
have been made toward sanita- 
tion. Denouncing the Polish war, 
the report says: 


“The appeal for creative work 
is being once more set aside in 
favor of an appeal to military en- 
thusiasts, while the war condi- 


tions provide new pretexts for re-* 


stricting individual liberty and 
preventing freedom of discus- 
sion.” 

Advocates Recognition 


The report says war rallies all 
parties to the defense of the 


country; it emphasizes the break- © 


down in manufactures through 
lack of raw material and advo- 
cates the immediate recognition 
of Russia. The report was brought 
to England by Benjamin Turner 
and Tom Shaw, members of the 
British labor delegation which 
visited Russia, for presentation to 
the labor congress at Scarbor-

ter from Nikoli Lenine, the Bol- 
shevik prmier, exhorting the 
workers to revolution in England, 
which has created a sensation.

Alberta in the Month of 
June 


June {s Alberta’s fairest month, It 
is the month of months when all 
Nature seems to have awakened to 
new life, and I doubt very much that 
many other places can beat the looks 
of Alberta’s prairies and woods at this 
time. Get up about four o’clock on a 
June morning and listen to the 
numerous singing birds or watch the 
flowers grow; everything is the green- 
est of beautiful green and everyone is 
full of hope. The farmer then has 
just finished putting in his crops and 
hopes for good returns, Cut-wornis, 
high winds, drought, frost, hail and 
other enemies too numerous to men- 
tion may later on blast all his hopes. 
but at the beginning of June they have 
not shown up much, If you have the 
“blues” during the week go down in 
the woods along the Bow. On Sundays 
in the month of June there are places 
along the Bow river that are second 
to none in beauty, All the trees are 
now leated oul and the Saskatoon and 
other berry bushes are in full bloom 
im the month Of June, Yes, It Is grand 
and glorious, and on a real fine June 
day a man is apt to forget all the bad 
things he said about the Alberta cli- 
mate during the winter, 

But while the river surroundings are 
worth travelling a long way to see, the 
river is a long way off for many people, 
and if you live on a farm and love 
woods, flowers and birds you can have 
these things right around your home 
if you will go at it right and spend a 
little extra work on it. ’ 

This has been a good winter on 
trees and practically every tree in my 
groves, both shade and fruit trees, 
have come through the winter in fine 
shape. Just think how the looks of 
this western country would be !m- 
proved if every farm was surrounded 
by a grove. I have often noticed that 
cars passing by my place, especially 
during the month of June when the 
grove looks its best, drive very slow to 
take a good look at the grove. and 
often when I was sitting under a tree 
unnoticed, I have heard such exclama- 
tions as: “Oh, how beautiful!” and “I 
wish we had a similar grove on our 
farm!” And I have often wondered 
why more people don’t try, it is so 
simple and easy, just a little deter- 
mination ard hard work, The soil on 
my farm is no better than on my neigh- 
bors’, the climate the same, and I don't 
consider myself any more competent 
in that Jine than the average farmer, in 
fact every farmer, if he will try, can 
have a grove, 

But it is not only the shelter belt 
that you can grow. It is all the flow- 
ers, shrubs and fruits you can grow 
inside that belt. 

My tulip beds, which have been so 
much admired by passers-by this 
spring, are the simplest and most inex- 
pensive things in the world to grow. 
Send a doliar or two to some nursery 
next fall and get a collection of tulip 
bulbs, put these into the ground where 
you want your flowers, leave them out 
over winter and forget all about it, 
and next and all succeeding springs 
they will appear and bloom as regular 
as the season. Or plant lilac bushes 
and other flowering shrubs, It will 
take several years before the lilacs will 
bloom, but it is worth waiting for, 
Rhubarb and asparagus also do fine in- 
side the shelter belt, and in the early 
spring in May and June it is nice to go 
out all the rhubarb and asparagus you 
can use for your own table, Then the 
strawberry patch likes shelter, Mine 
are now in bloom in the month of 
June, and it looks like a fine straw- 
berry year providing the season will 
not be too dry, for strawberries need 
moisture, Currants, gooseberries and 
raspberries also grow successfully in- 
side the shelter belt, especially cur- 
rants. My currant bushes are loaded 
with fruit; there must be bushels of 
them, both red, white and black this 
year, How would some of these big 
clusters of juicy red currants look to 
some of you people who never knew of 
of anything but the canned article, 
made of you don’t know what? 

Last but not least comes the fruit 
trees that you can raise inside your 
shelter belt. Right now in the begin- 
ning of June my plum, cherry and 
crabapple trees are a mass of flowers 
beautiful to behold. How would some 
of you people born in the fruit districts 
of old Ontario and other fruit districts 
like to look at real apple and plum 
blossoms out here on the Alberta 
prairie? Even should these trees 
never bear any real fruit, the beauty 
and sweet smell of the flowers are 
alone worth the trouble ef buying and 
planting the trees, But these trees wil) 
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bear fruit, too. Last year I had 
several kinds of both plums and 
cherries from my trees, and I hope 
@ome day to be able to pick apples, 
too; at least crabapples, 
Yes, if you want to make your sur- 
roundings beautiful and home-like it 
{s in your power to do 80, but you must 

start with a shelter belt.

Up to the Cowman Now 


The round-up of cattle preparatory 
to dipping on the 24th fs now under 
way. Much will depend in the tho- 
roughness of it whether Southern Al- 
berta is to be “clean” in the future or 
whether it is to continue to be de- 
scribed as the “dirty area.” 

Two important conditions are at- 
tached to the department’s promise to 
lift the blanket quarantine, These are 
that all the cattle be dipped twice and 
that one of the evidences that all have 
been dipped twice is the delivery of 
the same number of animals for the 
second dip as went through the first, 
or account for the difference. This is 
the cattleman’s job, He must not 
only make good, but he must keep his 
eye on his neighbor and see to it that 
he also makes good. 

The department officials are to be 
commended for the excellent orgartiza- 
tion they have effected b,ut one mangy 


animal left out can undo all that has 
been done during the past six months, 


Every man must be “His Brother’s 
Keeper” during the next 20 days, The 
round up must be clean, the solution 
must be of the proper strength and 
temperature, and every animal must 
remain in the solution for the required 
time. 

The Cattlemen’s Protective Associa- 
tion is exceedingly anxious that this 
work shall be properly done. It real- 
izes that the effort now being put forth 
to make a thorough “clean up” is 
largely of its own creation, and if there 
is a failure, part of the stigma will 
attach to their organization, and the 
bulk of the losses that will result will 
have to be borne by its members be- 
cause the majority of the cattle in the 
mange area are owned by members of 
the association, They are therefore 
supporting and co-operating with the 
veterinary branch in every way that 
will tend to insure a thorough job of 
the forthcoming “dip” from now until 
July 6th, 

The association expects that every 
man who owne a cow will do his duty.

MARGUERITE TROTTIER 


A Native Woman of Note and Beauty 


A TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE 


About the year 1808 a young girl lived with her father and 
mother in the small Metis settlement of Pembina, soiith of Fort 
Garry. She was the daughter of a French hunter namer Trottier, 
and a woman of the Cree people. When very young the fame 
of her beauty spread amongst all the Metis people of the Great 
Lone Land. She had the grace and vivacity of her French ances- 
tors and the clean cut features and native dignity of the Indian 
people. 

While she was still a child many propositions were made 
for her hand in marriage by the hunters of the plains, but her 
father, proud of this little prairie beauty,. was determined to 
mate her with a white man and she was accordingly married at 
the age of sixteen years to a Frenchman named Jutras, a hunter 
in the employment of the North West Company. 


The Qu’Appelle Establishment 


Like most of the prairie women the young bride followed 
her husband to the plains, ~ At that time the North Westers had 
an establishment somewhere in the Qu’Appelle region. Its exact 
location has been lost in,the mists of the passing years, but it 
was likely situated near the original Hudson's Bay fort some 


ten or fifteen miles south of the present site of Qu’Appelle’ 


station. It must have been of considerable importance, because 
we find such important wintering partners of the Company as 
Daniel McKenzie and McDonald of Garth, sojourning there. It 
was to this establishment that Jutras was attached, and it was 
there that his young wife, the beautiful Maguerite Trottier, gave 
birth to her first child. 


Navigating the River 


‘In the spring of 1809 it was decided to take some furs over 
to the Qu’Appelle Valley and ship them by canoes to the Red 
River. The season had been a wet one and there was high 
water in the river. 
other water ways in the valley made navigation simple for the 
light canoes of the North Westers.. Jutras was given command 
off the canoes and with him went his young wife, anxious to 
again see her relatives in the-Red River settlement, and their 


young child. They were accompanied by five voyageurs. They i 


were followed by McKenzie and McDonald, who rode horse- 
back as befitted their positions as bourgeoise, 


A Savage Attack ' 


Somewhere north of the present town of Broadview where 
the river shoaled to a sand bar, Jutras spied the figure of a sav- 
age  bepainted, befeathred, and: bedecked for war, creeping 
through the underbrush that lined the banks. Without a 
thought for the safety of his family or the valuable goods con- 
signed to his care, he leaped out of the leading canoe, on the 
opposite side from the Indian and disappeared like a rabbit 
in the underbrush. He was followed by one of his men. In 
an instant the bank was alive with the dreaded Sioux, and a hail 
of bullets and arrows soon stretched the members of the little 
company either dead or wounded in the bottom of their craft. 
McKenzie and McDonald on horseback on the bench sent a 
rider post haste to Qu’Appelle for assistance. In a very short 
time a strong body of hunters arrived and they proceeded to 
the scene of the tragedy. The Indians disappeared like. grisly 
phantoms satiated with their bloody work, into the bush before 
them. 


Dreadful Horrors 


The four voyageurs lay upon their backs by the brink of 
the river, naked and indescribably mutilated. The body ° of 
Marguerite Trottier was in the canoe. The Indians had removed 
from her every scrap of the poor finery of a prairie belle, prob- 
ably to decorate their own savage women. One eye was torn 
out, Her body was cut and bruised, and according to the sav- 
age custom , of the Indians, her beautiful hair had been riven 
from her head to make a war trophy for some murderous Sioux. 
Inured as he was to danger and sudden death, the stout old 
Bourgeouis McKenzie, was daunted at the horror of the scene 
His servants were so evercome that they would not approach 
the body of the unfortunate girl to give her decent sepulchre, 
and the old fur trader advanced to perform the last offices him- 
self, As he approached the poor mutilated body he was as- 
tounded to see a movement and hear her voice asking in the 
clipped French of the plains for her child. He endeavored to 
sooth her, but the mother passion triumphing, even above tor- 
ture and the imminent presence of death, was insistent, and Mc- 
Kenzie in pity walked along the river bank to conduct a pro- 
functory search. 


The Fate of the Baby 


Not far away he found the baby, still alive, but its little 
life was passing out with every respiration. Even the infant had 
been scalped and apparently suspended from a tree, still alive, 
as a target for the knives and arrows of the cruel Sioux, Rough 
and hard as McKenzie was he was a devout Catholic, and afraid 
that the child might die before it received the rites of the Church, 
he baptized it with the blood from its own wounds, In a few 
minutes the infant was dead and McKenzie returned to the 
canoe and endeavored to do what was in his power to assuage 
the agonies of the mother. With the rough surgical skill which 
so many of these fur traders possessed, he dressed her wounds, 
swathed her in cotton, and- bound up the loose skin of her scalp. 


A Dreadful Night 


It must have been a dismal camp that night by the banks 
of the Qu'Appelle. Marguerite Trottier never uttered a cry, but 
the two mutilated hunters still lived and all night long their 
groans and cries mingled with the swooping sound of the night 
bird and the howls of the coyotes in the distant bluffs, The 


Besides Crooked Lake, Round Lake, and. 
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hunters stood to their arms, and McKenzie and McDonald sat 
wrapped in their cloaks all night long with their rifles across 


their knees, 


But the cowardly Sioux were already far away. 


They took no chances with the hunters equipped and armed. 
Very carefully Marguerite was brought to the North West 
post at Souris where she was given every attention possible. 
Within a month she had sufficiently recovered from her wounds 
to go down to the Red River settlement and proceed to her 


father’s home at Pembina. 


A Mother of the Country 


It is related that some time afterwards her craven husband 
who had deserted her in the heart of danger appeared at Pem- 


bina to claim his wife. 


Marguerite treated him with the scorn 


he deserved and remained under her father’s roof for some 


time. 


She afterwards married a French Canadian and became 


the ancestor of a number of very prominent present-day citizens 
She lived to be nearly 100 years 
old and carried with her to the grave the scars of her memor- 
able adventure, that long ago summer day in the valley of the

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A DREADFUL SITUATION 


In all the chaos and upheaval which occurred in Bolshevist 
Russia, there is nothing that is more abhorrent to civilized ideals 
than the plan of nationalization of women. 


In certain districts of Russia it was decided’ that women 
and girls be sacrificed for the purpose of producing Soviet 
citizens. ‘ 


Exact details of the plan adopted for the nationalization of 
Russian women are not available. It seems to have been varied 
in a number of instances; but one thing is clear, and that is, that 
women were selected—to put it bluntly and plainly—for the 
purpose of the propagation of their species, as if they had been 
domestic animals, Inclination or free will was not supposed to 
enter into the matter at all. Temporary marriages were arranged 
by members of a committee. Young women were mated with 
elderly men; and lads only in their ‘teen were indicated as hus- 
bands for women of middle age. Ladies of high rank and gentle 
nurture were thrown into the arms of degraded peasants; and 
domestic life utterly destroyed. 


Of course such a condition gave rise to some dreadful inci- 
dents. Bolshevist soldiers used their influence with their superiors 
to obtain for themselves, the women upon whom they cast their 
lustful and coveteous eyes. 


An authentic story is told of how one clever Russian girl 
outwitted the Bolshevist committee. 


She was a school teacher in Moscow; was well educated, 
young and attractive. She came to the notice of the nationaliza- 
tion committee, who decided that she was wasting her time by 
not becoming a mother. They accordingly called upon her and 


told her that a husband had been found for her whom she was 
at once to marry. 


She was in’ despair; there seemed.to be no escape. At 
last, however, a bright idea occurred to her. She went to a friend 
who was a member of the Swiss Legation and asked him to marry 
her and take her out of Russia, 


The young man consented; a priest was secured and the 
ceremony performed. 


Immediately upon becoming the wife of the Swiss, she was 
made of his nationality and was no longer a subject of Soviet 
Russia. 


The Soviet government did not wish complications with a 
foreign government and the girl was accordingly allowed to leave 
the country with her temporary husband. 


Immediately upon reaching Switzerland she made an appli- 
cation for a divorce which the young Swiss did not oppose and 
on telling her story to the court she was at once freed. It is not 


likely that she will return to her native land during the Soviet 
regime, 


It is almost incredible that such a state of affairs prevail in 
modern times; but they are only too true. 


It is difficult to believe that anybody in Canada should sym- 
pathize with such conditions; nevertheless we have seen radical 
and socialistic gatherings passing resolutions of sympathy with 
the Soviet government in Russia, Surely thoge who pass such 


resolutions do not really understand the conditions that obtain 
under that government.

CANADIAN NAVAL PROGRAM 


Two and a half million dollars has been asked by the Can>- 
dian Minister of Marines and Fisheries from Parliament for the 
purpose df commencing the work of forming a navy. It is under- 
stood that a permanent program has not yet been decided upon, 

‘that will come in due course and will be the result of the Imperial 
conference. A cruiser, two destroyers and two submarines have 
been given to Canada by the Imperial government and these 
ships will form the nucleus of an establishment. 


It is understood that the final decision for a Canadian naval 
policy will be postponed until after an Imperial conference and 
will likely be of such a nature that it will fit in with the British 
naval policy. It is encouraging, however, to note that the gov- 
ernment of Canada thoroughly realizes the responsibility of the 
Dominion in regard to this important matter. We have, several 
times, in these colunms urged the necessity of Canada participat- 
ing in an adequate manner in the defence of their own coast 
lines. The League of Nations has given this Dominion a status 
of a nation, ang having attained that status we must participate 
in the responsibilities of adult nationhood. Although we have 
tremendous) areas of inland country, we also have a fairly ex- 
tensive goast Jine both on the Atlantic and Pacific, and on the 
Atlantic at least a sea faring population, whose service as fine 
sailors may well be utilised in time of danger. There is no beticr 
career in the world for a young man than the navy with its 
high traditions and splendid efficiency. Every patriotic citizen 
of Canada should be looking forward to the day when our naval 
operations are commensurate with our national dignity.

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> The shelving of the church Union question for two years 

by the General Assembly of the Presbyterian church will cause 
widespread regret in Western Canada, and the fact that this 
result is admittedly bruoght about by vote of Eastern delegates, 
who have in many cases no conception of Western conditions, 
will not tend to allay this feeling. The West has been in favor 
of church Union because it has been proved a splendid success 
on the prairies. Every pioneer missionary who rides out into 
the wilds and gathers the scattered settlers together for a simple 
service in cabir¥ farmhouse, school house or barn, welcomes all 
denominations, without regard to sect or creed and to the 
honour of the Western people he is, as a rule, loyally supported 
by all. They may not have much money, but theé hearts are 
in the right place, and such fare as these hardy pioneers have is 
freely shared with the preacher. As many as fourteen denomina- 
tions have been known to attend a service in a small prairie 
school house, It is much the same with the man who has the 
good fortune to open service first in a prairie town. Everyone 
helps him at the start, but in due time the denominational leaders 
get wind of his success. Another church, differing but little in 
theological outlook, sends in its representative, followed often 
by a third and so the community able and willing to support 
one man in comfort, finds its interests divided, and three men 
struggle along each fighting desperately against poverty, while 
three organizations strive to do the work of one in a land where 
hundreds of families are growing up without the chance of 
church fellowship of any kind excepting at very rare intervals. 
Thousands of children in Saskatchewan never have had the 
chance to attend Sunday School, there to learn the rudiments 
of religion and enjoy the many social pleasures that are asso- 
ciated with such institutions, This deplorable \state of affairs 
is partly the fault of certain staid conservative elders of the kirk 
in the East, who, while they cheerfully give large contributions 
to_open the eyes of the “heathen in his blindness’’ are themselves 
blind to the actual conditions in their own Dominion and by
